would bo more likely to attend school.

"Little groups of farmers are or- 


ganized in each 
township

When six or more of these 
groups arc formed the officers meet 
a.t a central point to plan and out- 
line. They don't have someone to 
come and talk to 
them. Someone 


comes to sit and plan. Everyone gives

We 
must send the people back to the 
country, but not to the farms they 
left. We must put the same brains, 
thought and knoweldge into the coun- 
try that has gone into city planning. 
Children want recreation. We usually 
think they get enough exercise on the 
farm, but they want an opportunity to 
play as well as we do. 


"Woman of the farm today want 


household conveniences," the speaker 
continued. "They are entitled to the 
same comforts of home that city wom- 
en have. 
No woman wants to leave 


an attractix'e city residence for the 
farm, where there arc no conveniences 
or labor-saving facilities. This must 
change. 


"We are not going to be able in the 


future to give a man land and old 
buildings and say 'go to it.' The farm 
we will give him must have good 
buildings, be well supplied and be such 
that he will find pleasure in living 
there, to say nothing of making it 
profitable." 


Tho day of rural parks is coming, 


Mr. Faust said. There will be just as 
many to the population in the country 
as in the city. Community halls will

developed,

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OUR EMINENCE IN CRIME

Kx-Prosident Taft's explanation of the 


r. -cord-breaking figures for crime in this 
country is not new. but it is one of the 
most convincing of the explanations that 
have been offered. It is, in brief, the hvck 
of adequate punishment of criminals, and 
on this subject Mr. Toft, as a jurist, is 
•well qualified to speak. lie t.-tkes his 
facts from a treatise on American police 
systems by Raymond Posdick. a well 
known publicist and investigator. <The 
figures show an astonishing amount of all ' 
kinds of crime, especially homicides, burg- 
laries and highway robberies, in the 
cities of the United States as compared 
vdth equal populations in other countries. 


There is as much crime in some Amer- 


ican cities as in entire European coun- 
tries. even more in some years. Murders 
in England and Wales in i(M4, we read, 
•were 92; in Chicago, with a population 
only one-fifteenth as large, they num- 
bered 87. In 1915 they were 81 in Eng- 
land and [Wales and 77 in Chicago. In 
1916 they were 85 in England and Wales 
and 105 Chicago. In 1917 they were 81 
iii England and Wales and 91 in Chicago. 
and in 1918 they were 81 in England and 
Wales and 95 in Chicago. 
New York 


City's record is no better, having in 1916 
six times the number of homicides — mur- 
der and manslaughter — as London had 
and only ten less than all England and 
Wales. In 1917 New York had six times 
as many homicides as London and 56 
more than all England and Wales. 
In 


1918 New York again had six times as 
many homicides as London and 67 more 
than all England and Wales. Even more 
startling comparisons arc shown in the 
case of other crimes. For example, in 19 15 
New York City had eight times as many 
burglaries as London, and nearly twice 
The number of burglaries in all England 
and Wales, the records for other recent 
years being bnt little better. 


A similar contrast is found, and this 


is the point in the matter of prosecu- 
tions and convictions. In 1916, to give 
but one example there were 8,372 cul- 
pable homicides and only 115 legal execu- 
tions in this country. In all England and 
Wales in 1916 there were 85 homicides, 
53 trials in the same y%ar, 28 of the ac- 
eused adjudged insane and confined, 10 
acquitted and 15 sentenced to death. 
•Among the causes of ^American eminence 
in crime are listed congestion of aliens 
and negroes in our cities and strife due to 
race prejudice, but even with foreigners 
and negroes eliminated from the calcula- 
tion our crime record would still greatly 
exceed that of western Europe. 


Among the causes presented by Mr. Taf t 


for our failure to punish crime adequate- 
ly are delay in bringing ^ases to trial, de- 
fects in the court processes, injection of 
politics into city police systems and re- 
moval by statute in most states of the pow- 
er of the judge to help the jury in analyz- 
ing the evidence. Still another cause is 
lack of respect for law due to "the appar- 
ently irrepressible desire of misguided en- 
thusiasts to attempt to elevate the morals 
of the community by regulation directed 
against acts which most of the community 
arc inclined to, and which are lawful ex- 
cept for such regulations." Mr. Taft as- 
sorts his matured conviction that "the ad- 
ministration of criminal law by the state 
courts in this country is a disgrace to our 
civilization" and that the prevalence of 
crime is largely due to the failure 1o bring 
criminals to justice. 


The truth is that Americans make a 


a mock pretense of abhorring crime. They 
Throw up th^ir hands in assumed horror 
when they read of a particularly revolting 
crime, but miscarriages of justice when- 
ever they occur are greeted with indiff- 
encc or* condonation. We arc lacking in 
respect for law because of a moral delin- 
quency that likes to evade and defeat the 
law. Crime in the United State* reflects 
nocial and political conditions which are 
anything but nattering to our national 
pride and moral stability. It is simply a 
ivflex of the license that prevails on every

Then carnc the demand 
from the makers of auto tires for all 
of that lens staple cotton they could 
get. The price of cotton began to 
rise, and alfalfa crops of long stand- 
ing were plowed under to make room 
for moro cotton..
